Hello Phil-Mont, 


§97.1 Basis and purpose. 


The rules and regulations in this part are designed to provide an amateur radio service 
having a fundamental purpose as expressed in the following principles: 


(a) Recognition and enhancement of the value of the amateur service to the public as a 
voluntary noncommercial communication service, particularly with respect to 
providing emergency communications. 


Normally I mention “PLAY” radio. All of this ‘play’ is to prepare us for when things may be 
more serious. 


Wow. That first principle covers so much that is talked about in the hobby today and may very 
simply hold many of the answers to the concerns about the hobby moving forward in the future. 


RECOGNIZE the value of your license to the PUBLIC. 


My equipment and my ability to use it to communicate can provide a service, freely to the 
community at large, if needed. 


ENHANCE the value of your license by exploring and extending your communication skills to 
more aspects of the hobby. 


Look here for ideas. 


TO THE PUBLIC. 
It is often asked ‘How do we get young/new/any folks interested in the hobby?’ 
I believe the answer is in attraction rather than promotion. 


Telling people all the wonderfulness of the hobby is so abstract. Of course, it’s not abstract to 
us.... we’re in it and know. 


If we just do our Amateur Radio thing, TO THE PUBLIC, it will attract those who are interested 
in what they see us accomplishing. IT MAY NOT EVEN BE the radio things we are doing that 
attract them. It may be...
